The western end of the Coachella Valley, appar­ 
ently shaken out of its summer lethargy by negotiations 
under way to place the College of the Desert in the 
eastern part of the Valley, today is starting campaign­ 
ing for its location midway between the two main cur­ 
rent population points—Palm Springs and Indio. 
C athedral City Cham ber of Com- 
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m erce has already adopted a for­ 


m al resolution requesting this ac­ 


tion, and the Palm Springs C ham ­ 


b e r has not adopted a resolution 


bu t said the general consensus is 
th a t it should be located closer to 
P alm Springs than the first choice 
of the College of the D esert com­ 
m ittee — the Ray Ryan - Barney 
Hinkle site at Indian Wells.

C ham ber 
of Com m erce is m eeting tonight 
to consider not only the college 
site location, but also the action 
of the County Planning Commis­ 
sion yesterday to recom m end to 
th e Board of Supervisors that the 
county disposal site 
location 
be 
changed to near the intersection 
of Highway 99 and Ram on Road. 
P alm D esert C ham ber of Com­ 
m erce President 
Hal 
Kapp 
an­ 
nounced that his group will stay 
's'ric tly neutral" because of the 
proxim ity of the 
com m unity 
to 
both the eastern and w e s t er n 
p a rts of the Valley. 


DESERT HOT Springs Cham ber 
Indicated that no m eeting is sched­ 
uled for site action at the present 
tim e. 


Besides official actions or ina*- 
tions by cham bers of com m erce, 
various civic leaders are joining 
in the 
cam paign 
to 
secure 
an 
•'equitable" site location. 
One, an elected official wishing 
a t this tim e to rem ain anonymous, 
proposed that public hearings be 
conducted by the college board to 
secure the preference of the vot­ 
e rs in regard to the site. "M any 
people are absent from the com­ 
m unity now due to vacations," It 
w as pointed out, "but they'll come 
back if hearings are held.” 


THE CAMPAIGN is aim ed at 
bringing the college site this side 
of ^»alm Desert — in the center 
of the population area, both now 
end in the projected future. 
F acto rs pointed out are: 


—The 
reduction., in 
travelling 
tim e to the students of the most 


eastern end of the Coachella Val­ 
ley — while it would still be about 
the sam e distance for students in 
the western end. 


—Location at a site w here there 
currently is a m axim um of in­ 
gress and egress, with no addi­ 
tional heavy 
overloading 
of 
al­ 
ready traffic laden Highway 111— 
which has been given no hope by 
the state Highway Commission for 
relief in the im m ediate future. 


—LOCATION IN the most heav­ 
ily assessed area in the College 
of the D esert D istrict. 
—P alm Springs Unified School 
D istrict High School has had the 
highest growth of any in the coun­ 
ty during the past five years, with 
a phenom enal 
126 per cent in­ 
crease — com pared with the coun­ 
ty average of 62 per cent. Two 
Riverside schools placed second 
with an 83 per cent gain. 


—And, perhaps the m ain factor 
of all — the one which distrubed 
the sum m er lethargy — the site 
rated second of the four named 
by the state, is available while the 
first is not. 


THIS SITE, A 240-acre parcel 
on Rio Del Sol Road, north of 
Avenue 40 and Rancho M irage, is 
owned by hotelm an Hank Gogerty. 
H ie site term ed No. 1 is owned 
by oilman Ray Ryan and Barney 
Hinkle and Ryan has told the col­ 
lege site selection com m ittee that 
he "definitely will not sell." Con­ 
dem nation proceedings are possi­ 
ble, but civic and school boards 
are reluctant to e n 'e r into such 
negotiations unless absolutely nec­ 
essary. 


OTHER SITES in the four listed 
as acceptable by the state include 
160 acres on Highway 111, between 
Indian Weils 
and 
Palm 
Desert, 
just south of the highway, and 120 
acres on M onterey Street, a short 
distance north of Highway 111.

THE HUGE FLARE on the sun 
was observed early Tuesday in 
Europe and its effects w ere felt 
30 hours later on earth. 
It w as the second such bom­ 
bardm ent m the last 45 days and 
a S tandards B ureau spokesm an 
said its effects w ere expected to 
be equal or exceed the record dis­ 


turbance of F eb 
11, 1958.

balloon 
W'as 
launched W ednesday by U niver­ 
sity of Chicago physicists to m ea­ 
su re the subatom ic particles loos­ 
ed by the so lar hlast. 


T H E BALLOON was released 
from Stags Field on the university 
cam pus and drifted high over the 
city, rem itting radio signals de 
tailing the intensities and approx­ 
im a te energies of the particles. 
T h ree G eiger counters attached 
to

readings w hich the physicists said 
would take weeks to evaluate.

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PRESENT AND nJTL’RE population center* of the 
Palm Springs and Coachella Valley area» are graphi­ 
cally tilutim ed on this map, which is reproduced from 
a population study of Riverside County published by 
the Loa Angeles Bureau of Municipal Research. Bu­ 
reau investigators forecast that population in th* area 
ranging from the Palm Spring* to the Coachella Valley 
»nl] grow to 171.000 by 1910, with the preponderance of 


citizens concentrated in the area from Palm Springs 
to Palm Desert. Unincorporated areas, such as Cathed­ 
ral City, Rancho Mirage and Palm Desert will be par 
ticularly responsible for a "very substantial part” of 
thi* population growth, th* Bureau reported. Present­ 
ly, the Palm Springs area holds the balance of popu­ 
lation with a tally of 43,000 permanent, year-around 
residents. The lower Coachella Valley area, involving 


principally Indio and Coachella, has 21.200. The Bu­ 
reau report, however, does not taka into account the 
heavy winter population of the west valley area, which 
annually swells population in the Palm Springs alone 
to about 50.000. Many of these "winter residential” fam­ 
ilies include children of high school and junior col­ 
lege age levels. See story Page 1.

WILD HORSE ANNIE GETS 
MESSAGE OVER TO CONGRESS

WASHINGTON (ÜPÍ—Wild Horse 
Annie was here at last, and word 
spread across the Capitol range 
like windwhipped fire t h r o u g h 
sagebrush. 
Was this the Wild Horse Annie 
who singlehandedly c o w e d the 
cowhands, outdrew the gunsling­ 
ers. and hogtied the Nevada Leg­ 
islature in the interest of saving 
the vanishing eaju.se from t h e 
can? 
IT WAS INDEED. It was Wild 
Horse Annie, the nemesis of the 
dog food and glue factory moguls, 
the terror of the burro bootlegger, 
the heroine of the mustang's last 
stand. 
1 buckled on my fountain pen 
and galloped through the Capitol 
canyons to the office of Rep. Wal­ 
ter Baring iD-N'ev.l where Annie 
had agreed to have a few words 
with a posse of press men. 
1 was feeling uneasy about my 
citified suit and bow tie, and the 
fact I wasn't packing a gun. But 
Annie, it developea. wasn't hol­ 
s t e r e it up for the rendezv ous 
either. ^ 
I THOUGHT FOR a minute I 
had fallen into the wrong com­ 
pany. Here was a slim little lady 
in crisp linen sheath, kind of a 
blue-green, I would say. She wore 
white pumps witn stiletto heels, 
and laid aside white gloves and 
i#»i;e bag to shaae hands. 
rMy "hiya. pardner," died in my 
w o a t. "How do vou do, m a'am ?” 
I managed instead. 
Rep. Baring introduced her as 
Mrs. Velma B. Johnston, a secre­ 
tary from Reno, Nev. 
SHE ADMITTED right away 
that this was only her real name. 
Wild Horse Annie is how she is 
known amongst the bad men out 
in the West. 
And all those stories are true, 
she conceded. She started riding 
herd on the mus’ang muscle men 
10 years ago, when they first took 
to the air to run lagged the herds 
of wild horses that once roamed 
western ranges 2 million strong. 
The cayuses were chased by 
planes to exhaus,ion, then pursued 
in trucks until lassoed. Those still 
insisting on freedom were set to 


dragging old truck tires, u n t i l 
they finally collapsed or gave up 
the fight. 
VELMA AND HER h u s b a n d 
Charles who run a small ranch 
25 miles outside of Reno, reacted 
at once by forswearing dog food 
made out of horses. Then Velma 
went into action to save the dwin­ 
dling herds of mustangs. 
They've shrunk now. she said, 
to 20.000 in all the range states 
of the West. And they're s t i l l 
being run down and hauled away 
to live slaughter house, just suffi­ 
ciently alive to save cooling costs. 
Around Reno, Nev., however, 
it's a foolhardy cowboy who goes 
after the few thousand mustangs 
that remain. 
"I'V E GOT 8 OR 10 big guys I 
call on when I need 'em ," Velma 
said, smiling sweetly, by way of 
explaining her persuasive powers. 
There was the time not l o n g 
ago when a sheep rancher an­ 
nounced he was moving his flock. 
To round up strays, he said, he 
was sending along an airplane. 
But Vebna heard he instructed 
the pilot, "while you're at it, 
round uq every damn horse in 
those hills.” 
VELMA JUST PASSED t h e 
word. She said it was relayed, 
with amendments, to the randier 
as follows: "It will be all y o u r 
lives are worth to try it." He did­ 
n't ry it," she said. 
Despite her successes locally — 
including passage of a Nevada 
law barring airborne pursuit of 
the ponies on state-owned lands 
Velma now has decided she's got 
to have help, plenty of it and fast 
if the last few mustangs are to 


live. 
That's wily she came to th e 
city. A House judiciary subcom­ 
mittee today ivas hearing her plea 
for a law to ban chasing mustangs 
on federal lands from airplanes, 
trucks or cars.

ing any doubt as to the occurence be­ 
ing the illusion of any one person. 
Singularly enough, and contrary to 
the scores of comics, TV programs and 
printed material, in not one instance 
has any later provable evidence been 
found to substantiate a landing, or so 
much as actual contact with the earth 
by any type of vehicle or unexplained 
object from outer space.

Out of the notebook came the 
leads: the names, the funeral 
parlor and the crematoriums. It 
was all circumstantial. For from 
the day of his arrest.

Cline never said a leading word. 


NOT TO 
US. NOT 'to 
Pat 
Brown — he was District At­ 
torney then. Governor of Cali­ 
fornia now. Not to the toughest 
or the most sympathetic detec­ 
tives. 
The most he said was to his 
attorney, J. W. (Jake the Mas­ 
ter' Ehrlich.

THE CLINE CASE was work­ 
ed across the country by a loose 
syndioate of reporters.

THERE WAS 
A

It led to a duck blind. Cline was 
registered in a hotel there. The 
dav he was burying a wile in 
Dallax, Texas How? 
"Al," we said, "what's t h i s 
duck blind. There's no harm in 
saying you like to shoot ducks." 
Cline just looked at us with 
those cold, con-wise eyes. Then 
he went back to his religious 
magazine. 
T h e r e was a notation on 
"Lawnview 
Cemetery.’ 
B u t 
Lawnview is listed nowhere in 
the United States. 
"Where is that, 
Al?” T h e 
same look, the same silence. 


CLINE WENT TO trial f o r 
forgery. 
No 
District 
Attorney 
wanted to take him up on such 
vague evidence of murder — not 
against Jake Ehrlich. He w a s 
found guilty and drew 136 con­ 
secutive years. 
Two years later he died, still 
silent, in prison. 
The fat notebook with the un­ 
answered questions is something 
we still get out 
and wonder 
about. The disconnected phone 
number in 
Des 
Moines. 
(The 
lady who had it simply disap­ 
peared.) 


THERE WERE LITTLE tell­ 
tale habits of notation that point­ 
ed to the women he killed.

■'It is our vie*," declared Coun­ 
ty Counsel Ray Sullivan, .“t h a t 
there is no basis in law to ex­ 
empt as a class all recipients of 
OAS from the provisions of t h e 
rules and regulations of the coun­ 
ty hospital requiring indigent pa­ 
tients to execute liens on t h e i r 
real property.’* 


“OAS RECIPIENTS h a v e ' n o 
right to county hospital care un­ 
less they meet the qualifications 
and conditions established by the 
respective counties.” said S u i t i - 
van . . . “Execution of liens is 
one of the conditions established 
by the county . . . so it follows 
that an OAS recipient must ex­ 
ecute the lien on the same basis 
as is required of other patients." 
Sullivan observed that “the lien, 
executed and recorded at the be­ 
ginning. lies unenforced until the 
time comes, if ever, that the prop­ 
erty is no longer needed for use 
of the patient or his dependents, 
and merely gives the county sub­ 
stantial assurance that the d e bt 
will be paid if the ability ever 
arises or exists."

OAS recipients nave no right to 
county hospital care unless t h e v 
meet the qualifications and condi­ 
tions established by the respective 
counties, they, too.

of (he amout of county hospital 
care furnished” 
Supervisor Fred McCall who has 
championed the cause of OAS pa­ 
tients seeking to do away with the

declared, 
"From my study of the attorney 
general s opinion, it is up to the 
Board of Supervisors 
to decide 
whether or not a lien is to be 
taken. I studied the two-page opin­ 
ion for two hours and that it my 
conclusion. I believe the attorney 
general s statement is very clear.” 
"It is our view," said Sullivan,
